The Rev. G. R. Lindsay presided. 

Tn: apologising ‘for the paucity of 
the. information he had to lay before 
the meeting Mr. Pollock remarked 
that he had found it extremely difficult 
to collect information as to the League 
and its achievements Nevertheless, 
the speaker had been able to compile 
a'digert of the League of Nations 
Covenant which occupied upwards of 
He reminded 
the meeting that ‘the League of 
Nations arose from the Peace Confer- 
ence at Versailles and gave the names 
of the “High Contracting Parties,” 
or. in non-diplomatic language; the 
countries subscribing to the covenant. 
The most notable -non-signatory to 
the League was the United States of 
America, whose - abstention had 
natnrally impaired its influence and 
eflectiveness, Neither’ Germany nor- 
Huagary had yet applied for admis- 
sior (which they could do under 
Arid 1) and the Leagye now con- 
sisted of 31 19embers, , 

The great und important, abjects of 
the League were declared, in striking 
Juncuage, as ‘to promate interna. 
tional ‘cooperation and to achieve in- 
ternational peace nnd security by the 
acveptance of obligations not to resort 
te war? Other elanses spoke of ‘ the 
pe scription of open. just and honour 
aliv cations between nations,” the 
» esfablishinent of international 
Jaw as Uhs actual rule ef conduct 
among Goavernments and “xcrapnlons 
respect. for all treaty’ obligations: in 
the dealings of organised peoples with 
one snother,” Observance of in. 
terrational law, Mr. Pollock remarked, 
would do away with abuses of the 
white flag, sinking of hospital and 
passenger ships and firing on field 


He proceeded to summarise. the 
articles of the Covenant and called 
attention to those of — special 
importance, umour-t.others, Article 8, 
which Cenlt with the reduction of 
armaments and private manufacture’ 
of munitions, The members of the 
League undertook, at the end of 
Attiee 8 ty interchange full and 
Irank information as to the scale of 
theirarmaments, warlike preparations, 
ele, GrArtcle 13 members agreed to 
carry aut in ood faith apy award of 
the Le: age. “The peualty for a mem. 
her of the Tas augue who broke the 
covenant was set. eut in Article 16. 
‘The other members agreed to subject 
that, nation to severance of aJl trade 
or fivancial relations and to prohibit 
allinterconrse, Articl: 18 was aimed 
against secret treatics and provided Jor 
si) treaties being’ registered with the 
Secretariat of the League. Article 23 
faced various labour, economic, trade 
and health probtems and proposed 
international conventions with regard 
thorato. : 

A little information must now be 
given said Mr, Pollock, as to some of | 
the achievements of the League: it was | 
sarily very incomplete and in 
this connection is must te borne in 
mind that the League had only been 
in existence just over two years.

plenty that a determined and organ- 
‘ised effort be made to secure, world- 
wide co operation - between - - the 
nations for the general good of all. { 
“Asking, ‘finally, - a “at-form—world- 
wide co operation could take, Mr. 
Pollock remarked that some of tf 
proposala mado in the Covenant jof 
the League of Nations supplied, jin 
pit, the answer; but they ‘wera 
weakened by the fact that important 
states were not mcmbers..of the 
League. The provisions of the Leagte 
to become really effective nevded 


behind them the driving force 
of the educated public opinion 
of the peoples concerned. Mr. 


Pollock conclnded by urging the 
developm=nt of education in the 
absolute economic wastvfulnees | of 
warfare and its uszlcasneas even from 
the victors’ “point of-view. He. Jaid 
stress, also, on the interdependerce of 
the nations, the need for thinking 
int:rnationally and the desirability of 
international free trade. :

He told the story: of the 
fairy who wove a web on which wera 
shown a] the countries of the world, 
yet the web was so fine that it could 
be put away: into a nutshell, That 
wob, said he, is in the brain of M. 
France. He recalled .also that story, 
‘which M. France has told-of himeelf, 
how as a little boy he found in an old 
Bible a picture of an earthly heaven 
done by a Dutch painter, and the 
heaven was a little Holland ‘scene 
with fat cows in the pasture ‘and 
the horse waiting to go to market. 
“It,” said M.. Gerard, turning to M. 
France, ‘Syou had been asked what 
was your heaven, you woult have 
chosen the Quai Voltaire, its parapets 
set out with the boxes of the book- 
seilers, in the background the noble 
and erveious shape of the Louvre of 
the Valois, and between the two 
embankments, guarded by its 
poplars, the Seine, of a morning 
clothed with a delicate mist, 
and of an evening rolling a stream of 
liquid silver in the light of the setting 
sun.” That is M. Frauce’s world aud 
his heaven. It is by the book-boxes 
of the Quai Voltaire, which he haunt. 
ed when still a little boy, that be has 
woven the web wh'ch is so delicate 
that it will go into a nutshell. He has 
spent his life finding quaint things like 
that Dutch painting in the Bible, and 
weaving them into tha web— —legenda 
of the Church, stories of the Ancient 
Regime. ' 

M. France had said of Jimn-eif | 
“The feeling for beauty ‘leads ie: 
Who is there who is aure of having | 
fonnd a better ghide!” If vhat 
were entirely true of him, he would 
be one of the great story-tellers of che 
world, with his love for what is quaint 
in beauty (like that Dutch psinter’e 
heaven, and his great erudition, that 
has brought him into many strenge 
scenes through. the -duety and 
hidden entrance of the bouguiniste’s 
boxes, and his pure and, most 
beautiful style. 
speaking the. whole truth when ho 
said “the feeling for beauty leads me.” 
That is ovly -one of his two master 
feelings.
